Tighter Laws For 
People Of Cyprus 


; , Cyprus, Nicosia, Jan. 24. 
Persons whose known character and case are 

considered prejudicial to good government in this 
British Colony can henceforth be bound over to 
keep the peace, for a year or in default go to pri-- 
son, without being proved guilty of any particu- 
lar act, under .a new bill published in Wednesday’s. 
Cyprus Gazette. 


A person placed under police 
supervision by order of the 
Courts must reside in the dis- 
trict of Cyprus as specified and 
must not leave his house be 
tween sunsct and sunrise. 


Under another dill it will be 
a criminal offence to bring into 
hatred or contempt or to excite 
disaffection against His 
Jesty’s Government, Hitherto, 
the law has only applied to the 
Cyprus government. 


PRESS LAW AMENDED 


The 1947 press law has. also 
been amended so that the 
Governor-in-Council can‘ pro- 
hibit the import of any news- 
paper published outside the 
colony which appears to the 
Governor to be contrary. to tTe-
